greatest highway system in Am erica,’ 
and that continues to be the aim of the 
State Highway departm ent,’’ said M r. 
Biles today. 
“During the coming sea­ 
son 
the D epartm ent, 
so far as 
its 
limited resources will permit, win con­ 
nect as many 
as possible of the 
al­ 
ready constructed sections of prim ary 
highways. 
At this time there are un­ 
der contract for construction approxi­ 
mately 250 
miles of roadway. 
It is 
hoped th at Pennsylvania can m aintain 
its position of supremacy in the con- j 
struction of durable highways, and in :

28—W ith the body of 
the late Pope Benedict laid away be­ 
neath the flagstones of

The college campus is situated on a 
tract of land four miles from 
F air­ 
banks on the main 
line of the 
new 
government railroad, set aside by con­ 
gress in 1915. 
The college itself was 
formally established in 1917 by an act 
of the territorial legislature and $60,- 
000 set aside for buildings and equip­ 
ment. 
The sum proved 
inadequate 
and in 1921 an additional appropria­ 
tion of $41,000 was made. 
Most of 
the operating expense will be met by 
the territory of Alaska, but 
$50,000 
will be available from federal funds, 
according to President Bunnell. 
The first year’s curriculum will of­ 
fer four courses—agriculture, general 
science, home economics and mining— 
under present plans. Special short 
courses 
in mining 
will be given 
to 
meet the requirements of prospectors 
and others unable to attend during the 
full college year. 


The work of the college, President 
Bunnell predicted, is destined to play 
an important part in the development 
of the territory. 
“There was under cultivation in the 
immediate, vicinity of Fairbanks last 
year,” he pointed out, “a total of 1,920 
acres. 
This land produced IOO tons of 
vegetables, 
1,006 tons 
of oats 
hay, 
1,270 bushels of oats and barley, 3,516 
bushels of wheat and 392 tons of pota- 
The wheat represents the yield 
of 183 acres. 
Th‘s yield can be m ulti­ 
plied 
many times as more land 
is 
brought under Cultivation through the 
application of proper farm ing m eth­ 
ods.” 
President Bunnell will remain “out­
